

Residents to benefit 
from advice service 


A NEW advice service - 
replacing Harlow Welfare Rights 
& Advice - has been officially 
launched at an event in Harlow 
Central Library. 

The launch of Harlow Advice 
Centre was well-attended and 
allowed the new group to 
introduce themselves to the 
community. 

The charity was set up late 
last year following the closure 
of HWRA after a long-standing 


legal battle with Harlow Council. 

The group expect a high level 
of demand for the Harlow Advice 
Centre’s service, which includes 
advice, support and information 
on benefits, debt and housing. 

Speakers at the launch event 
included chairman of the 
Friends of HWRA, Cliff Moore, 
Jason Cowley, Editor of the New 
Statesman and reporter Andy

Jailed: burglar 
who posed as 
police officer

A DISTRACTION burglar who preyed 
on elderly and disabled people in 
Harlow has been sentenced to five 
years’ imprisonment. 

Convicted robber and burglar Shaun 
Holland, 28, of Sackville Close, King’s 
Hedges, Cambridge, travelled into 
Essex and tricked his way into resi¬ 
dents’ homes under false pretences, 
Cambridge Crown Court heard. 

He would pose as a police officer or 
utility company worker, or say that his 
ball was in their back garden. He 
would find the victim’s handbag and 
leave with their cash and bank cards. 

Holland, pictured, was identified by 
police officers from CCTV and arrest¬ 
ed in June. 

He was charged with two burglaries 
in Harlow: one in Westfield on 
February 17 and one at Hare Street 
Springs on June 6. 

He then admitted three others in the 
town - in Hare Street Springs in April, 
and Broadfields and The Hides in May 
- and one in Station Road, Wendens 
Ambo, near Saffron Walden, on June 2. 

Investigating officer Detective 
Constable Gav Morris, from Harlow 
CID, said Holland preyed on the elder¬ 
ly and vulnerable. 



He said “Shaun Holland preyed on 
the elderly, vulnerable and those with 
disabilities. 

“He often returned to the same 
address to steal from them again and 


had no thought for the devastation he 
left in his wake. 

“Police would like to remind the pub¬ 
lic that they should not allow people 
into their property without good rea¬ 
son and should always request identi¬ 
fication from people such as utility 
company staff; police officers always 
carry a warrant card.” 

Passing sentence on Friday (July 18), 
Judge Jonathan Haworth said that 
there was nothing more abhorrent 
than this type of burglary where the 
victims were elderly and vulnerable. 

The judge said: “They involved elder¬ 
ly victims and saw you talking your 
way into their house and then talking 
them out of their bank cards or money. 

“There was no intention of doing any 
genuine work for them.” 

He added: “There is nothing more 
abhorrent to members of the public 
than this sort of burglary committed 
against elderly people and you accept, 
as you must that, this will result in a 
significant custodial sentence.” 

Harlow Neighbourhood Watch pro¬ 
vide advice and information for resi¬ 
dents in regards to all types of crime 
including distraction burglaries. 

The group has advised on using 
deterrents such as neighbourhood 
watch stickers, CCTV cameras and 
posters.

Pupils pay tribute 
to boy who was 

‘always smiling’

SCHOOLCHILDREN joined staff 
at Latton Green Primary School 
to celebrate the life of six-year-old 
Harry Ellis with a balloon release 
in his memory. 

Year 2 pupil Harry died earlier 
this month, 18 months after he was 
diagnosed with a rare brain 
tumour. 

In memory of Harry, the Harlow 
primary held a special assembly 
and have been fundraising for the 
family. 

On Friday, the whole school 
released hundreds of blue balloons 
and chanted Harry’s name as they 
watched them float away. 

His mum Jennifer Ellis, 32, along 
with her husband Matthew, 31, 
daughter Katie, four, and son 
Jamie, 18 months attended the cer¬ 
emony. 

“The school has been amazing,” 
Mrs Ellis said. 

“[The balloon release] was really 
lovely. The school has done an 
amazing job with all the pupils - 
just dealing with things in an 
appropriate manner. 

“We’ve had amazing support 
from everyone. It has been really 
nice.” 

She added: “He loved school, and 
he was besotted with cars. He 
loved and enjoyed his maths class¬ 
es, he was always asking for maths 
homework. He found maths really 
easy compared to literacy. 

“He was really funny, everyone 
said he was like a little adult. 

“He was unaffected by every¬ 
thing and really enjoyed going to 
hospital. He even looked forward 
to the operations though he didn’t 
care for the tablets. 

“He always had a smile on his 
face, he was funny without trying 
and he is very missed. It’s like a big 
hole where he was.” 


The school has also created a 
memorial wall with messages and 
drawings from pupils, staff and 
parents. 

Headteacher Liz Laysell said: 
“Harry was a lovely boy, full of fun 
and had a lovely sense of humour 
and he made everybody laugh. 

“We had a special assembly to 


celebrate and remember Harry 
and all the children have been 
writing their own special messag¬ 
es to him. 

“The whole school - not just 
teachers and staff - but parents 
and lots of local contacts have 
come together during this difficult 
time and to honour Harry.”

Taxpayers should not have to 
foot bill for illegal travellers 

SIR I was appalled to read two weeks ago on 
the front of the Star that the cost so far 
incurred by Harlow Council in regards to 
illegal traveller encampments in the town 
had totalled £7,800. 

I was sure at the time this figure would be 
small compared to the final sum and would 
continue to grow as the illegal 
encampments are still here. 

I was right. Cllr Joel Charles quizzed the 
Labour administration on Thursday night at 
a meeting of the cabinet where they 
admitted the figure had risen steeply to 
£40,000. 

So I would like to ask the new Labour 
Leader of Harlow Council Jon Clempner will 
he be seeking to recover this cost from the 
travellers themselves. If the answer is no 
then the question should be why on earth 
not? 

Councils have had the power to issue on 
the spot fines for littering for years and have 
been using them against residents in the 
most ridiculous of circumstances. 

In 2009, Kerrie-Anne Hickin, 30, was given 
a £75 fine after a tissue she was using to 
wipe her nose blew away in strong winds as 
she ran to catch a bus in Oldbury, West 
Midlands. 

So too was a 71-year-old grandmother 
when a strand of cotton fell from one of her 
gloves as she was out shopping. 

Onlookers reported the look of 
astonishment on Valerie George’s face when 
a council warden for Gwent Council pointed 
out the thread on the pavement - and 
handed her a £75 spot fine for dropping 
litter. 

So when Harlow Council is left with having 
to clear away rubbish and bags of litter 
including human excrement I believe the 
people responsible should be paying for the 
clear up not hardworking council taxpayers.

Council will seek prosecution 
where costs can be recovered 

SIR I am appalled as much as councillor 
Perrin and residents are about the current cost 
of cleaning up after illegal encampments. 

Unfortunately across the country there is 
very little any council can do to recover 
money from illegal encampments. 

However I would like to assure Councillor 
Perrin and residents that Harlow Council is 
exploring every possible legal avenue to bring 
people to account when waste is dumped in 
our green open spaces. 

The council is currently investigating a fly¬ 
tipping incident on Latton Common and it is 
hoped this could lead to some action. 

With any enviro-crime like fly-tipping or 
littering the council needs people to be willing 
to provide eyewitness information or for one 
of our officers to witness it or the evidence 
that links the incident to an individual. 
Without this the council can’t issue a Fixed 
Penalty Notice or successfully take the matter 
to court. 

Harlow Council certainly doesn’t issue Fixed 
Penalty Notices or take action for extremely 
petty offences like the examples Councillor 
Perrin shared with us in his letter. 

Harlow Council always seeks prosecutions 
where there is a reasonable chance of success 
of recovering costs. This saves the council 
taxpayer from further expense like wasted 
legal fees and the cost of trying to recover 
fines. 

Where there are allegations of criminal 
damage to property and other criminal 
offences as a result of illegal encampments the 


council expects and has called on the police to 
investigate and to take the appropriate action. 

The council is writing to both the Home 
Secretary and the Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local Government to ask 
for a review of the law to enable councils and 
the police to take more effective action 
against illegal encampments and to prevent 
travellers merely moving from one site in the 
town to another.

Stories show all that is wrong 
with town, county and country 

SIR I have never before felt the need to write 
a letter to a newspaper, but the July 10 
edition of the Star finally drove me to make 
a comment. 

If ever an edition of a paper reflected all 
that is wrong with local, regional and 
national authorities, then this was it. 

In no particular order it covered the cost to 
local council payers of clearing up after 
travellers (and the lack of police response), 
the failure to reverse the decision of Essex 
County Council to switch off street lights in 
Essex, the dog owner’s five year battle to 
persuade Network Rail, who annually award 
their senior management with extremely 
generous bonuses, to provide safety fencing 
along a stretch of rail near Harlow Town 
Park. 

There was also a judge’s warning that a 
prolific burglar who was involved in 700 
offences costing £lmillion worth of property 
may be sent to jail - this after which he had 
been placed on a taxpayer-funded 


rehabilitation scheme and given a free flat 
and job training, the potential closure of 
Pets^ Corner and The Playhouse; a teenager 
being attacked and robbed on a cycle path 
in Harlow and the alleged snobbery that 
Church Langley is not part of Harlow...the 
list goes on and on. 

My personal bugbear is selfish resident 
parking and the lack of parking permits, for 
which I have been informed that if a parking 
permit is required, then rather bizarrely the 
decision falls to a resident to collect 25 
signatures. Apparently Harlow Council do 
not feel the need to address this particular 
problem despite the amount of residents 
who are forced - illegally - to park on 
pavements. 

What the answers are, I have no idea. If 
anyone offered me and my family an 
opportunity to move abroad I would bite 
their hand off, this town, this county and 
this country has much to consider.

Harlow North should be built 
with Mil junction condition 

SIR I write to agree with the letters from 
Frank Brown and Barbara Burge, and to 
support their arguments. 

Barbara Burge v s letter referred to the route 
for the proposed Mil junction 7a. It is a 
disgrace that Essex County Council has tried 
to mislead residents so that they would 
accept one of the only two options they 
offered. 

It seems clear that they wanted one of them 
because they were the cheapest, i.e. the folk 
living by those routes would suffer so that 
ECC can save money. It is even more sad that 
Robert Halfon, who has done many good 
things for Harlow, should support this 
cheapest option. 

The only sensible route to the Mil is the 
northern A414 extension towards Gilston. 

The development of Harlow North, which I 
support, should, in my view, be made 
conditional on this road being built. 

Mr Brown’s letter speaks of short termism 
for political gain at the expense of the 
community. In the same issue of the Star 
was a prize example of this. Robert Halfon’s 
attack on parking charges at PAH. 

This says nothing about the real problem, 
which, at PAH, is a lack of parking space. Mr 
Halfon is quite happy to pass the loss of 
income on to a hospital which is already 
struggling to maintain services within a 
shrinking budget.

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Council ‘cannot build 
fortress around town’ 


HARLOW Council are doing “all 
they can” to tackle illegal traveller 
encampments in the town but 
warn they cannot build a “for¬ 
tress” to protect green spaces. 

An emergency meeting with rep¬ 
resentatives from Harlow Council, 
Essex Police and Essex County 
Council was held at Harlow Civic 
Centre. 

Steven Andrews, who works in the 
traveller unit at County Hall, said: 
“This is the first time we have had 
this volume of travellers, it is totally 
unprecedented. 

“Summer time is normally busier 
and last summer we had 77 
encampments across Essex - nor¬ 
mally that number falls in autumn 
and winter but the numbers 
throughout summer, autumn and 
winter were equal and we do not 
know why.” 

Currently in Harlow there are 14 
caravans parked on Katherines 
Way, above, who have been served a 
declaration to leave, and six cara¬ 
vans on Coldharbour Road. 

The illegal encampment on 
Latton Common moved to Third 
Avenue at its junction with 
Katherine’s Way, which is Essex 
County Council land. 

Leader of Harlow Council coun¬ 
cillor Jon Clempner said: “There 
have been a significant number of 
illegal encampments in Harlow 
which has peaked over the last 
week or two. 

“When on Harlow Council land 
we have taken court action and 
immediate action but there is

always a time delay and that is 
similarly the case with Essex 
County Council land. We are doing 
all we can.” 

The council is in the process of 
writing to the Home Secretary and 
to the Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local 
Government seeking a review of 
the law. 

Cllr Clempner added: “We are try¬ 
ing to secure vulnerable sites, and 
we have been doing that for some 
considerable time but a third of 
Harlow’s land is open space and we 
cannot make a fortress out of it.” 

Essex Police’s Superintendent 
Trevor Rowe said: “If there is crimi¬ 
nal activity then we will take action 
but it has to be reported. 

“We are servants of the commu¬ 
nity but we rely on the community 
to come forward.” 

Police normally visit an illegal 
encampment as soon as it arrives, 
explained District Inspector Greg 
Wood. 

Insp Wood added: “It has already 
happened where we have reviewed 
an encampment and did not have 
grounds for a section 61 notice but 
after new information we reviewed 
the situation again and were able to 
then change what we were doing 
and serve a section 61. 

“We are continually reviewing 
the situation and if we have 
grounds to do so, our action is 
immediate.” 


Authority reveals spending 
£40,000 on encampments 

THE Harlow Conservatives have questioned 
Harlow Council after it was revealed that 
£40,000 of taxpayers’ money has been spent 
on dealing with recent illegal traveller 
encampments in Harlow. 

The town’s Conservative group called into 
question the council’s spending at a cabinet 
meeting last week which showed the illegal 
encampment costs to the council. 

Deputy leader of the Harlow 
Conservatives, councillor Joel Charles, said: 
“In response to my questions it was revealed 
that Labour have spent £40,000 of taxpayers 
money on recent illegal encampments. 

“The figure would have been far less if 
Labour had taken measures throughout the 
year to protect council land. The Labour 
Party reacted too late to stop travellers 
trespassing on council land and taxpayers 
now face rising bills through Labour’s 
negligence.” 

The council have spent more than £20,000 
for measures to stop caravans driving onto 
the land. 

Harlow Council leader Jon Clempner said: 
“Unfortunately there are several errors of 
fact in the statement from Cllr Charles. 

“Measures have been taken throughout 
the year. 

“Physical measures have been taken over 
an extended period of time - not just in 
response to the recent surge in illegal 
encampments - and are continuing to be 
taken, to protect vulnerable open spaces 
across Harlow. 

“Possible sites for incursion are 
continually assessed and action taken 
where appropriate.” 


Report calls for more traveller pitches in county 


A REPORT forecasting how 
many gypsy and traveller 
pitches will be required in 
Essex up to 2033 has been 
published. 

The 15 local authorities in 
Essex, working through the 
Essex Planning Officers 
Association, have joined 
together to produce the 
Gypsy and Traveller 
Accommodation 
Assessment report (GTAA). 

The report predicts that 


an extra 786 pitches for the 
gypsy and traveller 
community will be required 
by 2033. A further 183 
pitches will be required for 
the travelling show people 
community. 

In Harlow, the authorities 
felt that there is “sufficient 
provision” and that there 
are “not the numbers of 
unauthorised 

encampments to justify the 
need for transit provison”. 


However, the report adds 
that Harlow is an “attractive 
stopping place because of 
the amount of open public 
spaces and hard standings”. 

The location of the new 
pitches and how they are 
provided will be down to 
the individual local 
authority through the 
normal Local Plan process. 

From now until 2033 it is 
predicted that the gypsy 
and traveller population 


will grow by two per cent a 
year. It is currently 
estimated to be about 2,630 
in the areas included in the 
report. 

By law, all local 
authorities must assess the 
need for gypsy and 
traveller accommodation 
and ensure there are sites.

The gold medallist and mum-of- 
one has polio and lives with post¬ 
polio syndrome. The athlete, who 
is an ambassador of The British 
Polio Fellowship, unveiled the 
dress in London’s Kensington 
Gardens last Thursday. 

She said: “I am a big believer 
that disability is no bar to 
anything, and the greatest 
disability of all is in fact how some 
people think. 


“Just because you use a 
wheelchair, it doesn’t mean you 
can’t be sexy and glamorous and 
this designer dress is a great way 
to get that message across.” 

The dress took 21 days to make. 
Ms Leigh was challenged to make 
a wheelchair friendly dress using 
an unusual material to promote 
disability and PPS in a positive 
way.

Residents played their part in war effort

N EXT month will be the 
100th anniversary of the 
First World War and commu¬ 
nity groups in Harlow will be 
paying their respects. 

Harlow, as we now know it, 
inherited the original town’s 
and the adjacent villages’ 
memorials. 

Of the residents in the small 
parishes that now make up 
Harlow, 123 men died during 
the First World War - 62 of 
those have no know graves 
according to Arthur Graham, 
who has written a comprehen¬ 
sive guide to the war memori¬ 
als and graves in Harlow. 

The majority of those who 
fought in the First World War 
from Harlow’s villages were 
young men under 30, 27 were 
under 21 and three were only 
17 years old. 

From the First World War, ten 
families each lost two sons and 
in one family, three brothers - 
out of four - died. These three, 
which Nostalgia has previously 
written about, were the Riley 
brothers, sons of Arthur and 
Mary Riley of Burnt Mill. 

The three brothers were aged 
18-21 years old. 

As well as sons, fathers, 
brothers and uncles from 
Harlow’s villages going to war, 
many of the remaining resi¬ 
dents in the town also looked 
after the sick and injured by 


setting up hospitals in the area. 

At the outbreak of the First 
World War, the British Red 
Cross and the Order of St John 
of Jerusalem joined forces to 
create the Joint War 
Committee. Hospitals were set 
up across the country in town 
halls, schools and private 
homes. The most suitable 
buildings were established as 
auxiliary hospitals which were 
attached to military hospitals. 


Patients at auxiliary hospitals 
remained under military con¬ 
trol. 

In Harlow, Hillsborough Red 
Cross Hospital was set up in a 
large manor house and Down 
Hall was also used to look after 
the sick and injured. 

Down Hall, which is now a 
hotel, is between Harlow and 
Bishop’s Stortford but while 
being used as a hospital from 
1914-1918 was considered a 


part of the Harlow area. 

There are many war memori¬ 
als around Harlow including in 
Great Parndon, Netteswell and 
Burnt Mill, Old Harlow, and 
Potter Street.

Dad and son story 
inspires new play 


AN actor, who is no stranger to the 
stage, is walking into the spotlight 
again but this time with a much more 
personal role - inspired by his relation¬ 
ship with his 15-year-old son. 

Living with Luke - The Play is based 
on Steve Hannam's blogs about his 
son Luke, who has autism, and "the 
way he has drifted away from me 
emotionally over the last 18 months".

Steve, 46, decided to join the 
blogging world after reading about 
mothers of autistic children but not 
knowing much about how fathers 
felt about the situation.

Paul T. Davis and Living with Luke - 
The Play was born. 

The show, which opened at the 
Mercury Theatre in Colchester, details 
father and wrestler Danson Thun¬ 
derbolt's - played by Steve himself - 
struggle to maintain a relationship and 
communicate with Luke - played by 
Ben Maytham - as he grows up. 

Steve, who lives in Nicholls Field, 
and has been involved in the Harlow 
theatre scene for more than 
30 years, said: "Around 
July last year I was 
contacted by a 
friend of a friend 
from Colchester. 
"Paul is a play¬ 
wright who has 
written a couple 
of plays that 
have been well 
received in and 
around Colches¬ 
ter. He asked if he 
could have a go 
at adapting the 
blog. 

"I agreed and 
he came back 
with an outline 
for the play 
which has me 
hooked from the 
start." 

He added: 

"We have a 
character called 
The Autistic 
Shadow that 
does every¬ 
thing he can 


to prevent Danson Thunderbolt, the 
wrestler, from becoming Steve Han- 
nam, Luke's dad. 

"The Autistic Shadow has cast its 
net around and over Luke making the 
relationship between father and son 
difficult and do what else can the dad 
do except wrestle with autism for his 
child - in a real wrestling ring! 

"Through a series of scenes from 
the blog we try and show one father's 
attempt to show his son how much he 
means to him and one autistic boy's 
possible thought and frustrations of 
his condition." 

Despite performances in Harlow 
Theatre Company's The Mouse King, 
The Nutcracker Prince, God of Car¬ 
nage and Dracula, Steve has said he is 
still nervous about performing. 

"I am always nervous before any 
play, but this one is more personal to 
me," he said. 

"It's about me and my family and 
it's performed in front of many people 
who know me, but may not know the 
full details about my relationship with 
Luke. 

"Many mums have made their 
feelings known about what it's like to 
have an autistic child but know much 
is known about how dads feel about it 
so I am doubly nervous about it all. 

"I want people to enjoy the play but 
also take away a new understanding 
of both autism and how one dad deals 
with it every day."

Preparing 

for holiday^ 

There’s no reason your garden has to end up in a nearby bucket of water, ancH^ othe 


There’s no reason your garden has to end up 
looking like a sea of straggly, wilted plants while 
you’re on holiday, even if you don’t have neigh¬ 
bours or friends who’ll water it while you are 
away. 

The secret is to have water-saving plans in 
place, along with tactics which will lead to the 
least water loss possible. 

Hanging baskets, among the 
thirstiest of customers, can be 
dunked in a bucket of water, 
or an old washing-up bowl 
filled with water, and given a 
complete soaking before you 
go. Then, if you have room, 
dig a shallow hole in a shady 
bed which will house the bas¬ 
ket while you're away. Place a 
water globe, or a plastic bottle 
with the end cut off, spout- 
side down into the basket 
and fill it with water so that the plants receive a 
gradual top-up. 

Place your patio pots together in a shady spot, 
to slow down evaporation, then give them a 
thorough soaking and place them on a large tray 
housing soaked capillary matting, which should 
feed the roots with enough moisture until your re^ 
turn. Cut a strip of matting, submerging one end

in a nearby bucket of water, ancPWe other running 
down to the matting in the tray, which should act 
as a conduit to keep it moist. 

There are also many automatic irrigation sys¬ 
tems available, varying in simplicity. Most work 
on a timer system attached to your outside tap, 
supplying water via drip feeders or soaker hoses to 
release water slowly to the ar¬ 
eas it's needed in the beds and 
borders, or to your patio plants. 
More sophisticated types have 
sensors which detect rain and 
adjust the watering require¬ 
ments accordingly, while others 
start and stop the irrigation 
process according to moisture 
levels in the soil. 

For those with plants such 
as tomatoes, there are troughs 
available on to which you can 
place a growbag. Underneath 
the trough is a reservoir which will keep plants 
watered for up to 14 days through capillary wa¬ 
tering spikes which pierce the growbag and supply 
the roots with the water they need. 

Of course, canny gardeners will have thought 
about the problems of watering and will have 
gone for plants which don't require much help. 
Geraniums, for instance, love Mediterranean 



climates and will survive for some time without 
water. Cosmos, escholzia (Californian poppy, 
pictured), gazania, morning glory and helichrysum 
are all pretty drought tolerant, as are diascia, 
nicotiana, osteospermum and zinnia. 

Don't worry if your grass dries out. If you mow 
it before you go, leave the clippings on the lawn 
which will act as a mulch and conserve moisture. 
Otherwise, feel free to leave it long and then you 
should be able to give it a good cut on your re¬ 
turn, while the long grass will have protected the 
strong roots underneath. Grass invariably grows 
back healthily with the autumn rains. 

If you have a vegetable garden, give it a thor¬ 
ough soaking so the water goes deep down into 
the ground to the roots, as late as you can before 


you leave. If you have neighbours, get them to 
harvest any ripening produce (either for you or for 
themselves). 

If you're away for more than a few days, 
remove young beans, immature peas and baby 
courgettes as if these mature on the vine, the 
plant will stop fruiting. If you've grown sweet peas 
with your climbing beans, to help with pollination, 
pick off all the sweet pea flowers (not just the 
ones in bloom) because otherwise the plants will 
stop flowering. 

You may inevitably lose some plants while 
you're on holiday - but with a little TLC and a 
good deadhead or trim on your return, they may 
bounce back to give you pleasure for the rest of 
the summer.

to ET and its imitators 


EARTH TO ECHO

In 1982, ET phoned home and now another 
stranded extra-terrestrial requires assistance 
from pint-sized heroes to safely return to the 
stars in Dave Green's fantastical family-oriented 
adventure. 

Earth To Echo begs obvious similarities to 
Steven Spielberg's classic coming-of-age story 
and the 1987 fantasy Batteries Not Included. 

Green's special effects-laden picture lacks 
the emotional wallop of the former and the 
unabashed charm of the latter, but does tread a 
familiar path through fresh eyes by employing 
the found footage format a la Paranormal 
Activity. 

Characters address an omnipresent video 
camera, verbalising their excitement and fear as 
a night-time bicycle ride into the desert becomes 
a rescue mission of galactic proportions. 

"I'm Reginald. I'm a bit of an acquired taste... 
that's what my mom says," confesses one of the 
boys in his endearingly nervous introduction. 


Like all examples of the genre, the lens 
invariably points in the right direction, regardless 
of realism, to capture important conversations 
and push forward the storyline. 

"What you're about to see is what happened 
to me and my friends one year ago," explains 
Tuck (Brian "Astro" Bradley). 

In fragmented footage, we meet Tuck's best 
friends Alex (Teo Halm) and Reginald aka Munch 
(Reese Hartwig) after they learn that a highway 
construction project is going to tear apart their 
community of Clark County, Nevada. 

The lads will have to relocate to different parts 
of the country, signalling the end of their balmy 
childhood. 

On their last night together, the boys follow 
strange signals on their mobile phones into the 
desert. They uncover a friendly robot, who has 
become stranded on Earth, and the boys pledge 
to help their otherworldly friend locate the 
missing parts of his spaceship so he can return 
home. 

Plucky classmate Emma (Ella Wahlestedt) joins 
the trio as they evade shady government officials 


led by Dr Lawrence Masden (Jason Gray- 
Stanford), who are also hunting Echo. 

"He just wants to go home!" pleads one of the 
children. 

"That will not happen," sneers Masden, "that 
thing is far too valuable." 

Earth To Echo is a state-of-the-art ode to ET 
and its imitators that ups the technical ante for 
a generation that prefers to swipe at tablets and 
smart phones rather than go outside and play. 

Green employs special effects at key junctures, 
but, for the most part, he's reliant on the young 
cast to carry his film. Halm, Bradley and Hartwig 
are appealing without being too winsomely cute, 
and there are some genuinely touching scenes of 
the boys choking back emotion as the enormity 
of the situation, and the risks, become clear. 

The titular robot's personality is encapsulated 
in a few beeps and trills that should, if nothing 
else, remind audiences to keep their mobile 
devices switched off for the duration.

A S breaths of fresh air go, the 
Cactus is like a lung-full of 
West Scotland’s finest in the 
middle of rush-hour London. 

It’s a car designed to fit into real- 
world lifestyles where you need 
lots of places to store bits and 
pieces, where touch-screens are as 
second nature as a second scoop 
of ice cream and where people 
always manage to open their doors 
into your paintwork. The Cactus is 
built to take life’s little trials in its 
stride with a radical re-think. 

Looks and image: That’s why 
you’ll find those curious and 
distinctive coloured panels along 
the sides. 

These ‘AirBump’ air-filled blocks 
are scratch-resistant and a bit 
bouncy, so errant supermarket 
trolleys and swinging coat zips 
won’t leave a mark. 

The same material is on the boot 
and in a few other places, too, 
helping to avoid any ugly and 
expensive bodywork damage. 

The Cactus is the first truly 
honest Citroen for years. It’s a bit 
madcap, but not so much so to be 
off-putting. The controls are where 


you’d expect them, the pedals do 
what they should and the wheels 
aren’t made out of cheese. 

It’s simply very good at the 
everyday biffabout thing, and 
there’s no doubt a lot of people will 
be very taken by this. 

Space and practicality: You don’t 
get as much outright space as you 
do in, say, a Seat Toledo, but the 
Cactus has a far greater character 
garnish to go with its healthy 
dollop of practicality. There are 
door pockets aplenty and a 
panoramic glass roof to give a 
more spacious-feeling cabin, and 


it’s fair to say there’s enough rear 
legroom for adults - just. 

A really nice touch is the 
‘suitcase-style’ interior detailing 
on the door pulls and glove box. It 
adds a sense of travel adventure, 
but there’s loads of room inside the 
glove-case to add substance to the 
style. 

Behind the wheel: Citroen openly 
admits the Cactus is built to a 
price. That’s half the point; 
realistic ownership costs. 

With that in mind it’s amazing 
how quietly the 1.2-litre 
110-horsepower petrol version 


bimbles around town. At 30mph in 
the fourth of five gears, the loudest 
thing is the air conditioning fan, 
which itself is only lightly 
breathing away in the background. 

There’s nothing remarkable 
about the way it drives. The soft, 
chunky seats are unusual these 
days and very comfortable, the 
steering is quite slow and 
unthreatening, and the ride is very 
smooth over good surfaces and 
undulating bumps. 

It’s worse over sharp bumps, 
mind you, where the suspension 
crashes unexpectedly and noisily, 
but on the whole, the driving 


experience is that of a car you’d 
never regret buying or dislike 
owning. It feels a bit like a loyal 
family pet. 

Value for money: In terms of raw 
space there’s more for your money 
out there. But ‘value’ cars tend to 
be a bit soulless and that always 
counts against them. 

The Cactus definitely has more of 
a character and a charm that can’t 
entirely be priced up. In terms of 
providing family-friendly 
transport that you’re not afraid to 
see bumped around now and 
again, what could be better? 

There could be clever finance 
deals on the cards, too, if the UK 
follows suit with Spain’s ‘pay as 
you drive’ mileage-based finance 
scheme. 

Who would buy one?: The brilliant 
news is that this won’t just appeal 
to budget-led buyers who hate 
looking after their cars. It’s a damn 
fine every day car, with some great 
quirks and an unusual look, so 
parents looking for something 
livelier-looking to put on the drive 
will love it; as will people bored 
with the same old hatchback 
crowd.

Afterwards, Osagie tweeted: “I know 
it probably didn’t look like it but I’m 
glad to be getting back to normal after 
a tough 3months.. now the fun 
begins!” 

Team England chiefs have set the 
team a target of 130-145 medals at the 
Commonwealth Games. 

England won 142 medals at Delhi 
2010, made up of 37 golds, 60 silver 
and 45 bronze, and were in third place 
behind Australia and India.

MOBASHAR Mahmood has 
returned home to Harlow after 
earning rave reviews for Pakistan 
at the Asian Five Nations. 

The former Harlow Rugby Club 
player, known as ‘Bash’ who has 
previously played alongside ex- 
Leeds Rhinos star Ikram Butt, was 
named pack leader for Pakistan 
after a series of outstanding dis¬ 
plays. 

Pakistan are new to rugby union. 
They competed in division three 
west of the championships, playing 
neighbours India, Lebanon and 
Uzbekistan in Lahore. 

They lost 17-3 to Lebanon in their 
first game, the semi-final. 

Pakistan then took on India in the

Mahmood, a loose head prop and 
a former student at Harlow’s 
Passmores School, said: “The tour 
was a great experience but unfortu¬ 
nately the campaign wasn’t that 
great. Highlight of the tour was 
being selected as pack leader for my 
first Asian Five Nations 
Championships. 

“Our first game against Lebanon, 
we started very well, the forwards 
provided a great platform for the 
backs but as the match went on we 
lacked experience as we only had a 
few senior and experienced players 
from the UK and the unity crum¬ 
bled within the forwards and we 
were constantly defending. 

“That said that’s the whole point 
of us being selected and sharing 
our experience to grow rugby in 
Pakistan for the players based 
there, as there’s only a couple of 
teams in the country, meaning 
they only play three or four games a 
year. Solid performance drawing 
3-3 until the first half and then 
unfortunately ended with a 17-3 
loss. The scoreline doesn’t justify 
the performance and development 
of Pakistan though. 

“It was a better performance 
against India after a serious team 
talk, but still resulting in a loss. The 
forwards put their bodies on the line, 
winning every scrum and compet¬ 
ing well against opposition line- 
outs. 

“The backs had more ball to play 
with in this match but India’s 
defence was strong and the backs 
couldn’t cross the line apart from 
the once with a well worked back 
move bringing in the full-back, hit¬ 
ting a great line to score under the 
posts. Some missed tackles in the 
middle let India in for a couple of 
tries. India did well to capitalise on 


Pakistan’s mistakes to win this 
match. 

“The Pakistan committee were 
extremely impressed with how far 


Pakistan rugby has come from last 
year where everyone looked like 
headless chickens to finally having 
a clear structure.” 


Mahmood is now gearing up for 
the start of the new rugby union 
season when he will once again 
play for Luton.

Friday. 

The 18-year-old, of Threshers Barn in Harlow, 
finished on a 21-over-par 305 total, some 14 
shots off the winner, her England team-mate 
Bronte Law on seven over par. 

Cowley birdied the par three 194yd penultimate 
hole to end the tournament on a bright note. 

She had earlier, bogeyed the third, a 414yd par 
four, before a disastrous double bogey at the par 
four 393yd ninth hole. 

Bogeys at 12 (par four 383yd), 13 (par four 
362yd) and 16 (par five 501yd) completed her 
card. 

Cowley was 12th heading into the final day 
after a third round three-over-par 74 last 
Thursday. 

That left her 14 shots off the leader on 16 over 
par. 

Law had taken a grip on the championship on 
two over par after a brilliant 69. 

But it was better news for Cowley. The round of 
74 surged her up the leaderboard after she only 
just made Wednesday’s cut. 

Her round started stutteringly when she 
dropped three shots on the front nine. 

She bogeyed the third, a long par four 414yd 
hole. 

Disaster struck at the par four sixth when she 
double bogeyed. 

The front nine was much better and despite a 
bogey on the par four 386yd 12th, she birdied 
the par three 168yd 15th. 

Cowley shot a 77 on Tuesday. 

She had started off well with a birdie on the 
first, a 506yd par five. 

But she bogeyed the third and fifth before a 
double bogey on the 393yd par four ninth. 

She birdied the par three 181yd 11th, but 
bogeyed the 13th and 15th. 

She followed this with a 78 the next day. 

Cowley was six over after nine holes, after 
bogeys at the second, third, fifth and eighth, 
plus a double bogey at the fourth, a 292yd par 
four. 

Showing strong mental strength she rallied on 
the back nine, and parred eight holes and only 
dropped one shot on the 14th, a 350yd par four.

FIVE trialists are aiming to 
impress before Hawks boss 
Danny Chapman decides on how 
his squad will shape up for the 
start of the Ryman League divi¬ 
sion one north campaign. 

Chapman met with Harlow 
Town’s chief scout Ryan Jessey 
twice in the summer to discuss 
where the squad needed strength¬ 
ening. 

Two of the trialists are strikers 
Michael Pindy and Joe Bennett, 
who both scored in the convinc¬ 
ing 6-0 win against Enfield 1893. 

They were both at Ryman 
League premier division club 
Hampton & Richmond last sea¬ 
son. 

Jessey said: “Michael is very 
strong and quick. He is tidy and a 
good all-round player. 

“He played for Hampton and 
Richmond last season and has 
just finished university.” 

He added: “Joe has come in and 
worked really hard. He can play 
up front but looks equally com¬ 
fortable when he plays out wide.” 

The other three trialists also 
featured against Enfield 1893. 

One was Luke Cuthbert, who 
can play on the left or in the cen¬ 
tre of defence - and trained with 
Harlow at the end of last season. 

Jessey said: “He trained with us 
after the deadline for registration 
at the end of last season and he 
had played out in America.” 

“In the first half against Enfield 
he looked nervous but then really 
grew into the game. With Darren 


Blewett out for a while with his 
injury it is useful. He is naturally 
left-footed.” 

Midfielder Daniel Fry, who 
played for Grays Athletic U-21 last 
season, has also been training 
with Harlow. 

He has impressed Jessey who 
said: “He is a local lad and had a 
run of games for Grays at the start 
of last season. 

“He can play anywhere across 
the midfield. He can also play at 


right-back, but we also have 
Robbie Martin who can play 
there, who has come back from 
injury.” 

Hawks’ main keeper is likely to 
be Ed Thompson, but custodian 
Will Viner, who was at Lowestoft 
Town last year, has also trained 
with Harlow. 

He also played a half against 
Enfield 1893. 

“Ed had gone away in the sum¬ 
mer, but he has looked really 


sharp in training,” he said. 

“Will also had loan spells at 
Cheshunt and Dereham last sea¬ 
son. He has looked sharp in train¬ 
ing.” 

Hawks physiotherapist Paul 
West-Hook is unable to continue 
in the role and Tom Green has 
replaced him. 

“Tom has got a sports back¬ 
ground and got on well with the 
players when they first met him,” 
said Jessey.
